Wa.sliIngtcMi, Nov. 6.—The Unit«d States 
Government has recognized the defacto 
KO% c rnm cnt of Panam a, I t was announced 
a.i the s t a te departm ent after return of 
H 'cretary H ay from the cabinet m eeting 
tljat instructions had been sent to* Min- 
istfff lieaupre a t Bogota and Acting Con- 
ruil H erm an at Panam a ■ to inform the 
Kovernnients of Colombia and Panam a re­ 
spectively th a t the defacto governm ent is 
recognized. 


The decision to recognize tiie defacto 
governm ent of Panam a was arrived at 
after a protracted session of the cabinet, 
;it wiiich every ï^ m b e r w as present ex- 
crpt Secretaries <Rodt and Wilson. 
The 
president emphasized importance of rc- 
< oKuitiun 
of 
the defacto government. 
W ith wiUidrawal of Colombian oiricistls 
the. isthm us was left entirely without 
Kovernment unless th at established by 
I he seces.sionist.s hould be recognized and 
thi it .seemed necessary for tranactlon of 
routine busine.s.s of the United States on 
iho ithm us.

Consul General Oudger has arrived In 
W ushlnglon from Asheville and to day re­ 
ceived in.^tructions prelim lnay to his de­ 
parture for Panam a, R ear Admiral Cogh- 
lan has receiv^ed order.s to convey.Gudger 
to the l.sthmu.s on the yacht Mayflower, 
which will sail from the nâvy yardî Sun* 
<:iny for Colon at full speed. 


SECRETARY HAY'S STATEM ENT 
Wa.shington, Nov. fi.—Secretary H ay’s 
statem ent regarding affairs on the isth­ 
mus was made public to night. 


‘ ,\ciion of thf* pre.sldent in the Panam a 
mutU'T i.<5 net only in Rtriete.sî accordance 
with ili,^ prlnciple-i of ju.stice and equity 
a 11.1 in line with all the l'e.<?t precedent.«? of 
m;r public policy, but it wa.s* the only 
eourííe he could have taken in compliance 
with our treaty righi.n an'd obligaiiohs,” 
-^iirs Mny. Ho then (juotes from th<'> treaty 
enterctl into with New Granada in.l.S46, 
Miowing that New Granada guicrantGcd 
riííht of way acro.s.e the^sthmu.? should be 
iroe an.l oi)en to the government and eiti- 
zens of the ra ile d Statef^. 
Alo that this 
was fiivcn upon guarantee of the I'Uited 
Siate.s to m aintain neutrality of the isth- 
mu.s so th at free transit might not be 
' 'nterrupted or embarras.«ed in any future 
lime while this treaty exi.sts.” 


Secretary Huy also quotes from a mes­ 
sage of Pre.sident Polk, .setting forth the 
close connection between the two govern­ 
ments and pointing out advantages to 
rnited States trade likely to result from 
guarantee.s provided for in the treaty. 


“The control in the interest of com­ 
merce and traffic of the whole civilized 
world of the means of. undi.sturbe^ transit 
across the isthm us of Panam ^,’' say s,th e 
secretary,. “has becpiAe Of 'trattscendent 
importance to the United Stated. 
The 
rljiht to tillé; Control we have irfeVc#'for­ 
feited by any laxity of our own either 
assertion of our^rights* or in ’perform ance 
of our duty under the treaty. In 1S53 Mr. 
E verett assured the Peruvian m inister 
that we should not hesitate to m aintain 
ueiitrality of the isthm us in case of w ar 
between I'eru and Colombia.” 


Secretary H ay says th a t in 1861 Colom- 
hi;j, which has always- been vigilant .to 
avail itself of its privileges conferred by 
the treaty, expressed its expectation th a t 
in event of w ar between Pru and Spain 
the United Staes would càrry into eitect 
the guarantee of neutrality. He also says 
there have been "few adm inistrations of 
the state departm ent in which this treaty 
luiH not, either by one side or tlie other, 
l)een used as a basis of more or less im- 
v)ortant demands,” and cites numerous in­ 
stances in support of this statem ent. "The 
T*nited State,” he says, "has not only eon- 
stntly protected Colombia from foreign 
invasion on the strength of the rights 
and duties created by th e 'tre a ty of 1846, 
but has time and again intervened to pre- 
f^ervo freedom of traffic from disturbance 
hi the course of domestic dissentions. 
In these ca.ses we have intervened soine- 
lime.s a t the suggestion 
of 
Colombia, 
sometimes on our own impression of, the 
necessities of the ease, b u t alw ays to the 
protit of Colombia, as woll as of United 
State.«? commerce.” 


Secretary Hay saj's: “There has never 
been any doubt of the validity of the 
treaty of 1846 to guarantee free and open 
transit either for American eitii^ns or for 
tlie governm ent of the ITnited S tates,” 
and our right tc transport troops across 
ilie isthm us was acltnowledged in a pro­ 
tocol .‘signed a t Bogota Feb. 22, 1879. 


Continuing, Secretary H ay ,*;ays: 
“ It 
m ust not be lost .sight of that this treaty 
is not dependent for its efficacy^on the 
per.^onnel of the signers or name of the 
territorj' it affects. I t is a covenant, ,as 
lawyers s&3', thrlt runs with the laild: 
Tile name of Neiv Granada has passed 
aw ay; its territory has been-divided. -But 
a.s long as tphe isthm us endures, ii g rè a t 
«reogaphical fact keeps alive th e èQÎènih- 
compact , which binds the'l^c^ders {of .^ e 
territory to g rant us freedom . of 
Mihj bind,'? us in réttin»-útt;'3^£€^ará$fQ¥^ 


the isthm us and the world exercise of that 
inestim able privilege. 


“ It is therefore too clear fur discussion 
th a t when, at repeated sollciiation of the 
governm ent of Colombia, a treaty was en­ 
tered into between th at government and 
the" United States for carrying into effect 
th a t long considered plan of a canal across 
theisthm us, to be owned and controlled 
by the egovernment of the United States, 
it w^as no new proposition th at was being 
adopted, but rath er carrying out of a 
long cherished plan of both countries and 
as.sertioo of a right which had long since 
been conceded in principle by the govern­ 
m ent of Colombia.” 
’ H ay here speaks of congressional au­ 
thorization for building the canal, large 
bonus offered, liberal lease and num ber­ 
less benefits th at w ould accrue to Colom­ 
bia, and says: “The treaty w as prom ptly 
ratified by the senate oef 
the 
United 
States 
and 
rejected unanim ously and 
without consideration by th a t of Col­ 
ombia.” H e declares th a t suggestions for 
renewal of negotiations "have been too 
vague and too extravagapt to m erit seri­ 
ous consideration of the United States.” 
W ashington, Nov. 6.—U nder personal in- 
stroctions which he will receive to m or­ 
row from the president Consul Gener«i.î 
Gudger leaves on the Mayflower on Sun­ 
day for Colon to assum e command of the 
Am erican consulate there. Thèse instruc­ 
tions will be of the m ost m mute character, 
thouhg, of course, much will be left to 
the discretion of Gudger, in whom the 
adm inistration has tjie fullest confidence. 
On arrival of

Mayflower a t Colon 
Gudger will m ake himself known a t once 
to the del^^cto governm ent and the . usual 
form alities in such cases will be obser\'ed. 
He will do busines«’directly w ith the re-

In an interview with the Assbciated 
Press Gudger said he was not surprised 
the isthm us declared its independence. 
Revolution was a foregone conclusion five 
m onths ago, he says. Gudger .says senti­ 
m ent of the people of the Isthm us toward 
the United States i.«; extrem ely cordial and 
friendly. 
“They w ant,” he .«says, “inde­ 
pendence. annexation or anything that 
will in.sure construction of the Panam a 
canal and consequent prosperity of the 
isthmus. 
Thej^ have tlie greatest confi­ 
dence of the peoplè and governm ent of the 
United States. 
American capital is al­ 
ready there to a lai-^e extent and ^be peo^ 
pie are désirions of ciiltivatlngj closer, 
trade relations with the I'n ited States. 


“If. you-have ever been to-Sdnibh America' 
you have se e n .> for 
yourself .th a t the 
American, flag is resi>ected andi tru.sted as 
4he flag of no other nation and nowhere 
in Soutluor Central Ameriea js this more 
true than on the isthm us.” 


G udger would not-discuss Colombia and 
declined to niake any comment upon the 
policy of the W ashington government. 
He w ent to the Colombian legation to day 
and hard a conference with Dr. "Herran, 
Colombian charge, who is his personal 
friend.

Rev. iliiam R. H untington, m em ber^of 
the general executive committee, and recr 
tor of G race church. New Tork, argued 
th a t a chane^ of ’ nam e w as urgent, b u t 
th a t th e'w o rd P ro testan t was singularly 
and strikingly apostolic and in I>atio was 
the exact equivalent of m artyr. U e said 
the three features of the Rom an religion 
which commended i t to its adlierents 
were: Eucharlstic adoration^ confessional 
and invocation of M ary and thol,saints,

Panam a, Nov. 6.—W hen the news fo the 
departure of Colombian troops became 
known here last night enthusiasm was un­ 
lim ited. Thousands of persons, w ith flags, 
torches and flrew'orks, headed by two 
bands 
of 
music, m arched through the 
tcwi?. 
As the processidn 
passed 
the 
U nited States consulate the “S tar Span­ 
gled B anner’' w as played, and crowds 
cheerde wildly for the U nited States, 
R esid en t Roosevelt, Commander H ubbard 
of the Nkshville, Secretary^ H ay and A ct­ 
ing Consul General Ehrm an. The proces­ 
sion w ent to General H uertas' headquar­ 
ters, andi with ,the general borne on the 
shoulders 
of- foiir 
patriots, 
m arched 
through^ the town again. 
Dr. Amador, 
m inister of finance of the provisional 
government, and the revolutionary junta, 
Jose Arjano, Frederico Hoyd and Tomas 
Arias, who ,;^ith General H uertas were 
hailed as liberators of .Panam a, received 
great ovfitign.s. 
. CdlQn, Noy. 6.—Shortly before the flagr 
of the republic of Panam a w'as formally 
hoisted over the prefecture 
here 
this 
morning the n«w civil and militar}| gov­ 
ernor, Perferio Melende, delivered an ora­ 
tion in which he recounted Pánám a’s 
grievances against Colombia, and said: 


“The governm ent of this new republic 
aspires to give the isthm us a definite and 
true era of progress so th a t it m ay not 
rem ain'behind in advance of the civiliza­ 
tion which the clock of time m arks in 
other states of the universe. The suprem e 
board which 1 represent, desires nothing 
else .but to foMnd a governmenf* of and 
for all citizens.' L et us unite in a spirit of 
truth w ithout hatred or rancor toward 
any, and after g i\ing thanks to the Al­ 
m ighty for the V happy consummation- of 
this transcendant'aiid bloodless art; a.s.si.<%t 
me in.saying ;with enthusiasm and deci­ 
sion, ' ‘LK>ng -Jive tile, isthm us; long ‘live 
the republic of Panama,* ”

TJie consular c’orjJs a t Ctílón was present, 
hilt throtjgh the'F rench con.sul as spokM- 
man the- nierñbers said they were not 
there ill any. official capàcity. The flag of 
the new republic >yas raised'am idst much 
cheering and general; rejoicing, and sim- 
ultaneou.sly fireworks W'cre exploded all 
over the town. Police, bearing the flag of 
the republic of Panam a, then márched 
through the streets to their headquarter.% 
over which the emblem was raised 


GOVERNOR APPOINTED. 


Colon, Nov. 6.—The governm ent of the 
republic of Panam a last night appointed 
Senor Porferio Melendez c iiil and m ilitari' 
governor of Colon pending appointm ent of 
new officials. 
T h o ^ of the old govern­ 
m ent have been im potent since the troops 
left. 
The prefect and alcade are now 
nbhenities. 
Melendez hotiflcd 
officials 
th ey m ay rem ain a t th èlr posts fo r the 
present if they sw ear allegiance to the 
hew republic. The n^w fcptiblic is doubt­ 
lessly firm ly, established. 
There are no 
Coloinbian troops on the isthm us and sa t­ 
isfaction is everywhere e x p re i^ d a t the 
new .order of things.

San Domingo, Sunday. Nov. 1.—^A Dom­ 
inican w arship stopped tho Clyde line 
steam er Cherokee as the latter was near­ 
ing J ^ e r to P la ta and ihforiped the captain 
hj¿ could , not-eftter th at ix>rt. The Chero­ 
kee t]l»en proceeded for Sam ana and was 
also prevented from , entering th at port, 
the m inister of w ar ordering the captain 
of the Cherokee to proceed direct to othe 
capitál. 


On arrival of othe vessél here the gov- 
,ernmeht demanded cargo intended for 
Puerto P lata and Sam ana be landed a t 
this port. » The aigent of the company and 
captain of the Cherokee refused to comply 
and appealed ti> nited States M inister 
Pow’eil for prdtection. Powell interviewed 
the president and argued th at smco the 
government of Santo Domingo had not ad- 
vised forètfirn legations of any blockáde it 
could* not prevent the Ciieroicèe from en­ 
tering tlie ports o f F ’uerto P lata and 
Samana, and insisted the cargo slioulU bo

W hen the Cherokeè wa.s ready to" leave 
fcr Azua. clearance'papers were refused 
and it was again demanded .she land her 
cargo a t ^this port. Powell wrote ea sharp 
note to the governm ent domanding a pcr- 
m 't for the Cherokee to depart. The gov­ 
ernm ent refused to allow a pilot, to board 
the vessel and Powell instructed Captain 
.Archibald, to take his ship out and pro­ 
ceed to Azua, keeping his cargo aboard 
and landing a t the ports of de.stiriation. 


The energetic action of 
Powell 
has 
caused a great sensation, especially as his 
proceeding lacked support of an American 
warship. 
The Cherokee left the harbor 
without a pilot. ,

Railway Earnings Continue to 
Inc^ase—Biiilding

New York, Nov. 6.—R. G. D un's review 
of trade for the week says: Unseasonable 
mild weatlier is m aking it possible for 
farm ers to secure m uch late, grain and 
cotton th at seemed doomed by early frost, 
but, on the other haild, trade is dull in 
heavy w earing apparel, fuel and many 
lines th a t should now be vigorous. W hile 
in the long run this buisiness may be 
made up arid the nation be beneflttcd by 
increased crops, im m ediate, effect is un­ 
favorable. Building perm its are decreas­ 
ing and. structural w ork is not prosecuted 
with the vigor seen la st year. Lum ber is 
firm, espite .moderate demand. . Railways 
continue prosperous. E a rrin g s, for Octo­ 
ber surpass last year's by 6.2 per cent. 
Bessemer, pig a t P ittsburg holds fairly 
steady, but G ray Forge and southern 
foundry irons are off 25 to SO cents a ton. 
Steel billets, w ere put .nearer parity with 
pig Iron, pool prices ;being* reduced rfrom 
|2T to 123. Rails are maiiitalned a t |28'for 
standard weight. W ith extensive restrict- 
tion of blast funiacc activity» there is 
reason to look for steadier m arkets in the 
near future. 
Less pronounced conserva* 
tism is sh o w n 'b y purchasers of cotton 
goods and there is evidently more desire 
to secure deliveries w ithout looking for 
concessions in prices. Woolen goods are 
adverseljr affected by hl^h tem peratures.

He said 
tiot a word about the honest farmer 
being the most Independent man on 
earth, the backbone or lifeblood of .the 
nation, etc. Xor did he dilate on the 
b«autics of nature, fresh air, cows, 
eggs and fruits. Then he left out what 
his political party had done and was 
going to do for the farmer and how it 
had to rely on farmers to produce all 
its statesmen. 
Getting down to busi­ 
ness, he entirely overlooked any ad- 
Tice to farmers aboiit what to raise 
and how to do it, and this was by 
many considered the best part of his 
memorable speech. 
He didn’t advise 
them to diversify nor yet to specialize. 
-He didn’t tell them to ecoûomÉe uor 
to spend more money for itbprove- 
ments so they could have fat bank ac­ 
counts later in the game. 
He didn’t 
tell them how to treat tlieir wives and 
children. 
He confined his talk to the 
things ho knew.

A lifelong student of Asiatic quei^- 
tlons of Washington, whose position 
prëclutles tiíe lise Of his naimc, s^okc 
as -follows On the present situation be­ 
tween Russia and Japan, says a spe­ 
dar correspondent of the New York 
Post: 


“lit Japan could strike her enemy at 
once I think the chances would be in 
her favor in a war with Russia. This 
does not depend upon population or the. 
niimbér of troops on theiwills, but rath­ 
er upon the size of a well disciplined 
army that can be put on the scene of 
hostilitiès arid maintained there. The 
seat of war between Russia and Japan 
would necessarily be Manchuria and 
possibly the boundary between Korea 
and 
Manchuria. 
Russia’s 
supplies 
would be limited to the carrying ca­ 
pacity of the Siberian railroad after 
the first few months, during which she 
might draw something from Manchu­ 
ria itself. The Japanese ovei*sea craft 
would be a hundred times as effective 
coBLveyance for supplies as the Trans^ 
Siberian railroad. Russia could do noth­ 
ing by sea if Japan sho^d strike soon, 
because Japán would blockade the 
coast anji overcome, I believe, tlie Rus­ 
sian Asiatic squiadroh before the Eu­ 
ropean fleet could get to its aid. The 
navies of the t\^^o countries do not 
âÎfifëî* greátíy, and ívhifé the Russian: 
is slightly the stronger the Japanese 
excels in discipline and. |kill. 


“The carrying capacity of a railroad 
is a limited dependence in a great war. 
We all knoAV what happened at Tam­ 
pa. They had the btót railroad men in 
the country^ there and yet fouiid the 
greatest difficulties in carrying sup­ 
plies tor an army of less than .40,000 
men. 
The Rui^ians pould increase 
their rolling stock of the ..railroad only 
from other Russian railrpja^, because 
ot tbeir peculiar gai^e, which does not 
conform with .that .of .;^e. other rail­ 
roads of the «world. .:^er distances 
would be toeniendous and the Vinter a 
great obstruction, w hei^s it would 
make ho interference with^ the Jap­ 
anese movement of supplies.” . 


“Would not Russia's staying power 
be mucli greater than ^the- Japaneseil 
Would she not ultimately overcome 
and severely punish her little foe?” 
“That .is a-question of ,strpng boxes. 
When Sevastopol fèlì Rtiá^sla did not 
give up so much because that point 
had any strategic value as because her 
strong box was empty. It. was the 
samé why after the Balkan war. She 
had to release her grip on Constanti- 
iiople, not because she could not stand 
lip against weséern Europe, "but be­ 
cause she did not have the financial re­ 
sources to bid it defiance.” 


“What ought the western nations to 
do in this Manchurian critís?” 


“I think Russia’s action is a menace 
to the whole world and to^dvilizatipn. 
It lays upon evei^ náiión the necessity 
of increasing its army and its navy. It 
threatens to lock up the whole of Man 
churla against the trade of the world.

The audience that gathered at the 
high school auditorium Friday even­ 
ing listened to a splendid lecture on 
“The Trail of the Yankee” delivered 
by W. H. Stead, of Ottawa, under 
the auspices of the Woman’s club. 


The address was a masterful one and 
the speaker in his manner of delivery 
reminds one of the well known plat­ 
form orator, George R. Wéndìing, 
while his thought has the same pun- 
gentcy and his enunciation the same 
claiity and distinctness. The subject 
is treated in a happy manner and 
evidences deep and exhaustive re­ 
search. The history of the Yankee 
is clearly traced and the atmosphere 
in which he was born succinctly an- 
alzyed. The elements in his character 
that made him successful are vividly 
set forth and his inseparable identi­ 
fication with the growth, development 
and progress of the nation is con­ 
vincingly and forcefully told. As a 
platform speaker Mr. Stead has ease 
and grace, flucntcy and force wit and 
eloquence. His lecture, while it has 
a historical setting, is 
aptly 
and 
cleverly illustrated and the fact that 
its subject matter is historical does 
not in the least detract from its en­ 
tertainment feature. 
A brief syn­ 
opsis is given: 
“The Yankee is a 
growth. 
To produce him required 
centuries, revolutions and upheavals. 
The bolouists of New England as a 
community possessed the greatest de­ 
gree of intelligence to be found in 
modern times. 
They were a homo- 
genious people, but their homogeiuety 
led them eventually into bigoty. For 
a centuiy and a half the pilgrim 
fought and resisted the new ideas 
that invaded his community and that 
tended ^ to liberalize his religion. 


Tho pilgrim was schooled in ad­ 
versity. 
He 
dwelled 
in a cabin, 
drank from a gourd, and cooked in a 
fire place. He was obliged to supply 
his own wants from the least to the 
greatest and this educated him in 
the school of universal knowledge. 
He could build a house or try a law 
suit. His home life was rigid and 
severe and a smile seldom crossed his 
countenance. 


“The methods of the pilgrim we 
may laugh at, but results of their 
methods w'e cannot help but admire. 
They may have been called dogmatic 
in their religious beliefs, but it yet 
remains to be proved that 
a 
club 
house is superior to a meeting house. 


Next to his Bible the Puritan loved 
his government and the basic prin­ 
ciples of our institutions to day first 
found their expression in the May­ 
flower. 
The federal constitution is 
the legitimate result of 
the New 
England spirit as found 
in 
the 
Yahkee civilization. In the town 
meeting the village cobler sat beside 
the banker and the blacksmith be­ 
side the clergyman, The Yankee was 
born in a fortunate era. His natural 
invironment w’as conducive to growth 
and his self-reliant spirit is a birth 
gift. After the American revolution 
the pioneer became a factor in the 
nation’s growth and who was 
the 
pioneer but the Yankee, whose in­ 
domitable grit and determination 
made the wilderness blossom as the 
rose and redilced the forest to fertile 
fields and green valleys. 


“The YanJceo pioneer was a hero. 
He fought everything from the In­ 
dian to the itqji. Spirit ^nd wijl W re 
thrast i^to h ^ rt ànd brain and he 
conquered. The Yankee was a home 
biiildcr. The attributes of the Yan­ 
kee were and are to day genius, en­ 
terprise and push. 
Eighty-five per 
cent of the manufacturing plants in 
the country to day owe their exis­ 
tence to Yankee gumption. In a cen­ 
tury and a quarter the ingenuity of 
the Ifankee has conquered even tho 
elements and you can trace the trail 
of the Yankee from the flicker of the 
candle to the electric spark, from the 
roiightest log, to the iron clad battle­ 
ship. It was the Yankee who brought 
the comforts of living to the poor and 
modern machinery lends to the aver­ 
age family to day the labor of fifty 
slaves. 


“Incentive never was greater than 
it is to day and brains never yielded 
a greater dividend than they do to 
day. 
The opportunities which sur­ 
round you and me were never equalled 
since the dawn of history. The story 
of the conquest of tho Yankee reads 
like a romance. 


“There never has been a x^roblem 
submitted to the Yankee tliat he has 
not solved and solved successfully, 
and upon the intelligent comprehen­ 
sion of and grappling 
with 
the 
problems of .the present and the fu­ 
ture depends the p e^ tu ity of our 
institutions. In the nightly activities 
yet to be, will be found the Yankee. 
He^will never head back, but will 
move on . and on the highest type of a 
conquering race.” ^
